Response to Amendment 

Amendments filed 5/25/06 have been entered. Claims 4, 7, 9, 13, 19, 23, 26, 29, 33-42, 
53-56 and 76-83 are pending in the present application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Independent claim 13 has been amended to recite: 

Method of producing a stimulable phosphor screen or panel characterized in that during 
at least one of the manufacturing steps a radiation exposure treatment is given with energy from 
radiation sources emitting ultraviolet radiation in the range from 150 nm to 300 nm with an 
energy of at least 10 mJ/mm . 



Page 2, lines 18 and 19 of the specification have been amended to recite: 
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The above-mentioned advantageous effects have been realized by the specific features set out 
below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 7, 9, 13, 19, 23, 26, 29, 33-42, 53-56 and 76-83 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to independent claim 13, while prior art, such as Comanzo et al., teach a 
method of producing a phosphor panel comprising the step of heating a phosphor material in an 
ambient containing a gas, there is no mention or motivation to provide a step of treating said 
phosphor panel with ultraviolet radiation in the range from 150 nm to 300 nm with an energy of 
at least 10 mJ/mm during the manufacturing process. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
